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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed Nov. 21 , 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument regarding claims 1,17, 33, and 34 that the 
reference fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "nothing in Janevski's description or drawings 
shows " switching a connection with the WLAN to initiated call from the wireless 
communication system "). Examiner respectfully disagrees, in Janevski's reference the 
drawings figs 5-8 illustrate a handoff (switching a connection) of communication 
services from a cellular network fig. 5, element 18, 28 (the wireless network) to a 
wireless local area network (WLAN) (see paragraph [0030], fig. 5, elements 18, 32, 34, 
and 30). With this broadest interpretation therefore, the previous rejection is proper.
